Vaccinations for Bang’s disease 
are almost completed. By the time 
vou read this letter they should be 
finished. It has been a big job but 
through the help and co-operation 
of the various township captains 
the work was well organized and 
carried out. 

Many of the calves were over 
the eight months when done but 
the vaccine is usually effective up 
to one year, however there is a 
precaution to Keep !n mind. Do not 
permit these calves to run with the | 
herd sire for at least three months 
following vaccination, four months 
might be better. 

In the early summer another 
drive will be made to vaccinate | 
those heifer calves which were less | 
than four months, late fall and 
winter calves. It would be appre- | 
ciated if you would inform your: 
captain if you have some to do 
when spring comes. The elimina- 
tion of Bang’s disease will be a very 
good thing. Many cattlemen know 
by their own experience that hav- | 
ing this in their herd is a costly | 
and troublesome thing. Building 
up immune herds is the most effec- 
tive and least costly method. Calf- 
tg vaccination will accomplish 
this.
